When the “ American Publishers’ Circular” was established, it was announced 
that the Publishers’ Association had no design of realizing any pecuniary profit 
from it. The object was, simply, to establish a Convenient and Econontical Mode 
of Communication among the Trade. It was, therefore, stated, that as fast as the 
Receipts of the Paper would warrant it, the rates of advertising would be re- 
daved, “ ‘ a" :

CATALOGUE OF THE FALL TRADE SALE. 


In accordance with the promise made in our last number, we proceed 
/to give a synopsis of contributions to the Third Trade Sale under the 

ices of the Book Publishers’ Association. Most of our readers are 
familiaf-with the arrangement of the Catalogue. The various invoices 
are arranged by lot. These invoices are composed of items technically 
called lines, and the aggregate amount of each line must be, according 
to the regulations, at least twenty-five dollars. The separate entries of 
each invoice give the number of copies offered with either the retail or 
trade price: (except in a few instanees) annexed, and the contributor has 
the privilege of duplicating each entry. He is, however, bound to fur- 
nish and sell the books actually entered. 

The first invoice is that of Durrim & Prox, of New Haven, and con- 
sists mainly of educational works and the Psalms and Hymns of the 
General Association of Connecticut in various sizes and styles of bind- 
ot It contains 32 separate entries, composed of 1,811 vols. valued at 

1,190. 

The contribution of Wirt1am R. Bascoox, of Charleston, also con- 
sists mainly of School Books and is made up of 24 lines or entries, re- 
presenting 3,720 vols., the total retail value of which is $1,047. 

L, E. Hunt, of Hartford, has a small invoice containing 14 lines, 519 
books, and 2,000 sheet School Rewards, of the value of $436.

Under the clause of the regulations which permits the duplicating of 
lines, very great additions will no doubt be made. We proceed now to 
give a summary. ;

Book Publishers’ Association contains 189 different invoices of

‘The usual variety in meter and style, which has become necessary both 
to the demands of public taste and the culture of choirs, is given, and a smal) but select and 
valuable collection of set pieces, anthems, &c. The general characteristics of the collection, 
we should say, are refined taste, good adaptation, easy, flowing, and often very beautiful 
melodies, and arrangements, though ingenious and correct, yet simple and unartificial, so as 
to lie within the reach of all choirs. There are very few poor tunes in the book—and 
ecarcely none beyond the culture and ability of any well-trained choir. While all the tunes 
appear to be good and practicable, some tinely display the delicate taste and tender devo- 
tional spirit of Mr. Hastings’ best moods. Others present him in new and not at all unsuc- 
cessful aspects. We have noticed, as especially characteristic and good, several pieces: as 
Allen, p,52; Barrow, 56 ; Closing Hymm, 60 ; Monroe, 68 ; Haran, 70—very tine ; Canaan, 
75 ; Wood, 113 ; Habor, 121 ; White, 126—a striking and effective piece ; the Passion, 131; 
Dale, 154* Convert’s Song, 163—very joyous and expressive ; Adine, 193. Among the set 

we notice as quite worthy of Mr, H.’s good name, “ Open thou mine eyes,” on p. 
238, and “ Give unto the Lord,” 244. 

There are several contributed pieces which possess merit, and some very good ar 
rangements from the masters. ‘I'he selection of old standard pieces is small but judicious, 
Asit is very neatly printed, and possesses a good elementary introduction, the “ Selah” 
can hardly help giving a pleasant impression to those who love music that has soul in it, 
and fitness for its purpose.
